Tornado Strikes 
Claresholm, Alta. 


Rink is Wrecked, and Flying 
Debris Strikes Residence 


Claresholm, Alta., Feb. 27.—A 
twisting wind struck Claresholm last 
night, causing damage of $3,000. 
Starting at the west end of that 
town, it swept the buildings off their 
foundations at the fair grounds, 
among them the main exhibition 
building, the grand stand and_ the 
curling rink. A two-storey house, 
near the curling rink, caught the 
full force of the latter building and 
pieces of the wreck were blown 
through the sides and roof, narrowly 
missing the family who lived there. 

The roof and one side of the curl- 
ing rink were strewn over the ground 
for several blocks, pieces of heavy 
timbers being carried into the main 
streets of the town. Windows were 
blown out of houses adjacent to .the 
fair grounds, small buildings strewn 
about like chaff, and wagons, bug- 
fries, cutters and the like were found 
several blocks from their starting 
point. All the buildings at the fair 
grounds except a stable were des- 
The grand stand had _ the 
centre torn out, Jeaving the two ends 
standing, although slightly twisted. 

In the residential part of the town 
the wind played many pranks. In the 
country, reports show little damage 
to buildings, but several farmers lost 
their windmills, which in some cases 
were carried considerable distances 
and broken into bits.

The Red Deer Sittings of the 
Supreme Court of Alberta for the 
trial of criminal cases opened before 
Judge Beck on Thursday morning. 

All the prisoners arraigned pleaded 
not guilty with the exception of Jos. 
Wagner, who owned up to killing a 
pig, and John Fogelberg, who plead- 
ed guilty to~a charge of false pre- 
tences in passing a worthless check. 

The case of the King v. Walter 
Pealer, from the Lacombe district, 
charged with carnal knowledge of a 
girl under 14, was adjourned to the 
next sittings, owing to the serious 
illness of the girl. Bail was allowed 
if the prisoner could procure it, in 
two sureties of $1,500 each. 


Owing to a uumber of witnesses 
being expected on the noon train, 
proceedings were held up in_ the 


morning, but a start was made in 
the case of Rex v. McKay, horse 
stealing. 

In the afternoon the first case 
taken was that of Egbert Hagin, 
who was charged with attempted 
(murder ‘of his wife and attempted 
suicide at Donalda. 

The jury consisted of Messrs. A. 
C. Findlater, John Bennett, K. M. 
Byers, A. Pointer, John Day and H. 
H. Gaetz, the latter being foreman. 
Kvidence was given by Inspector 
Helferman, of the R.N.W.M.P., Stet- 
. T. Bond, Mrs. Lever and 
Mr. S. J. Breughton, who also act- 
ed as interpreter. A deposition by 
the prisoner’s wife, who has since 
died of pneumonia, taken the day 
after the tragedy, was also ‘read. 
The story revealed by the evidence 
was a very simple one. Mrs. Hagin 
had been staying for two weeks at 
the house of Mrs. Lever, when the 
prisoner came there on November 13, 
1913, and after stabbing his wife in 
the chest, the hip, and -the back, 
with a knife, which was produced, 
attempted to kill himself by cutting 
his ‘throat. The wife’s evidence 
showed that he had been cruel to her, 
and on their quarrelling she had _ re- 
fused to live with him. He had tried 
to persuade her to return, and when 
she refused he attacked her with the 
knife. The jury found the prisoner 
guilty of assaulting his wife with in- 
tent to do her grievous bodily harm, 
and of attempting to commit — sui- 
cide. Judge Beck sentenced him to 
two years, adding that he would 
recommend his deportation to the 
authorities. 

McKay, who was up for horse 
stealing, and is now serving a sen- 
tence for a similar offence, pleaded 
guilty, and the Judge said he would 
order that he be brought before him 
for sentence on the termination of 
his present sentence. 

The nvan Fogelberg, charged with 
cashing a cheque for $65 with the W. 
EK. Lord Co., alleged to be signed by 
his former employer, when it was a 
forgery, pleaded guilty and asked to 
be tried by the Judge. He was let 
out on suspended sentence, as he had 
already served two months in prison. 

Pete Wagner pleaded guilty to 
shooting a pig, and was ordered to 
pay $5.00 to owner of pig, and fined 
$5.00.

HOW BRIAR PIPES ARE MADE 


Average. Smoker Not Aware of the 
Work Involved In Manufacture 
of His Pet. 

Briar root pipes have been in con- 
tinuous use in this country for many 
years, but the general public, even the 
pipe smokers, have little idea of how 
they are made or of the time and at- 
tention necessary in their manufac- 
ture, 

The briar which furnishes the root: 
from which the pipes are made is the’ 
shrub called the white heath, or heath- 
er, and is found chiefly in the south of 
Italy, on the island of Corsica and in 
Algeria. The shrub often grows to a 
large size, although only the roots are 
used in the pipe-making industry. 

After the roots have been cleaned 
of the earth which clings to them 
they are sawed into blocks of various 
dimensions, placed in, vats and al- 
lowed to simmer for Ywelve hours, 


Following this boiling procSss the 
blocks are steam dried for two weeks 
and then are sent to the factory, 
where they are converted into pipes. 
The blocks are sorted according to 
size by experts, are placed on shelves 
and kept at an even temperature for 
ten days, when they are dried and 
then are sent to the machines, where 
the actual manufacture begins. After 
the blocks have been trimmed to the 
proper size, the upper part of the' 
bowl is turned, then the lower part 
and stem, and then they are sand- 
papered. The finishing of the bowls 
then takes place.

Wood for violin tops must be 
atralght-grained and absolutely edge- 
grained; that is, cut at right angles 
to the annual rings, which for this use 
should show from twenty to thirty 
to the Inch.

Alderman Botterill was of the 
‘opinion .that it should not be rented 
at all,’and that it was an eye-sore 
and should be removed, and it would 
have to be taken away in any case 
just as soon as the C.P.R. commenc- 
ed to put that particular part in 
order, as they had promised to do. 
He further objected on the grounds 
that it would be an injustice to the 
Cockshutt Plow Co. to allow heat- 
ing apparatus to be placed in the 
building, because it would undoubt- 
edly raise their fire insurance; and 
that he had previously opposed the 
renting of it and would do so again. 
He believed it would be better to 
place it in Gactz Park for the use 
of the Band. 

Alderman Carswell did not agree 
with Alderman Botterill’s view. He 
thought they should accept the 
chance of renting the building, sub- 
ject to removal when necessary. 
considerable amount of money had 
been spent on it from time to .time, 
and here was the gkance to get some 


of it back. He did not believe in 
spending any more on it, and it 
would certainly look better if oc- 


cupied. 

Alderman Coote said he was in 
favor of renting the building. It 
appeared strange to him that after 
the building had cost the city 
so much in the past that objections 
should be raised to getting some- 
thing in return from it. As far as 
the C.P.R. fixing up the grounds, it 
was hard to say when that. would 
take place, and the building could 
be let subject to removal at the 
wish of the Council. 

Alderman Lord thought the Coun- 
cil would do well to rent it while 
they had the chance. He did not 
see any objection to it, and did not 
think it would stand the strain of 
being taken to Gactz Park, and we 
should still have the building and the 
money as well. A better building 
could be put up with the money for 
the use of the Band in either park. 

Tho following motion was even- 
tually put before the meeting : 


Moved by Aldermen Lord and 
Coote—That the rent of the old 
Board of Trade building, near the 


station, be $200 for one year, from 
April 1st, and that the tenant make 
necessary repairs subject to approv- 
al of the Council. Rent to be paid 
quarterly in advance, and that the 
tenure be at the pleasure of the 
Council. 

Alderman Botterill and Watson 
moved, 28 an amendment, that the 
old band stand on Ross and Holt 
street be removed to one of our

Band. 

A tie vote resulted, and the Mayor 
gave his vote in favor of the motion.

The question of the building of the 
Alberta Hotel was gone into very 
fully. The Mayor invited ex-Mayor 
Galbraith to tell the Council what 
he knew of the matter. Mr. Gal- 
braith told of what had taken place 
during the negotiations last year, 
and the promise given by the Hotel 
Co. to the Board of License Com- 
missioners that they could not build 
then owing to financial stringency, 
but would be prepared to go ahead 
in twelve months. As far as ho un- 
derstood it the City had a good 
deal in their favor on this question, 
and would be justified in placing tho 
matter in a very strong light before 
the Commissioners who, he believed, 
said that the Hotel Co. would have 
to make a showing before coming 
back again for a license. 

Alderman Smith said he did not 
think the Hotel Co. would make 
any attempt to build a new hotel as 
long as the Council would put up 
with tho present one. 

The Council were all of the opin- 
ion that the matter should be taken 
earnest and the Hotel Co.

Commissioner Stephenson asked 
Alderman Wafson for names, and he 
replied that .

The work would be under direct 
control of the city engineers, but a 
competent foreman could be placed 
over the workmen, who would be 
responsible. 

During the discussion that took 
place on the question Alderman 
{Smith favored the work being, done 
hy contract. a 

Alderman Watson thought day 
Jabor was the best and cheapest, 
provided the foreman was competent 
and saw that the men did not shirk 
j their work. 

Moved by Aldermen Coote and 
Watson—That the bridge over Was- 
kasoo Creek be built at once by day 
labor, provided the Commissioners 
can secure a competent foreman. 
Carried. ; 

A by-law was introduced respect- 
ing an inspector of licenses, the com- 
mittee reporting progress. 

A deputation representing the Red 
Deer Citizens’ Band, headed by J. 
E. Welton, interviewed the Council 
and asked that the Band be given 
the same grant for 1914 as was 
given for 1913, namely, $500, and 
that they also be given $25 on ac- 
count, as they had only 18 cents in 
the Bank. Mr. Welton outlined the 
Band’s position at the present time, 
and their work of 1913. 

Mived by Aldermen Lord and 
Smith—That the application of the 
Band, made by its leader, J. E. 
Welton, be considered favorably, and 
that a grant of $500 be made to the 
Band under the same conditions as 
in 1913, and that the sum of $23 
be advanced the Band on account of 
said grant. Carried. 

J. F. Boyee and A. W. G. Allen 
interviewed the Council on_ the 
question of a public library. Mr. 
Boyce made a very strong appeal for 
the support of the Council in the 
matter. He said the question had 
been fully discussed by the Executive 
of the Horticultural Society, who, 
while noi heing able to take full re- 
sponsibility, approved of it, and had 
appointed himself and Mr. Allen as 
a committee and given them full 
powers to do what they could on 
the question. They had interviewed 
certain leading citizens, also the 
Commissioners informally, who were 
impressed with the idea and thought 
it would receive hearty support. 

According to the Public Library 
Act, it was necessary for a petition 
to be presented to the citizens and 
signed by 10 per cent. of them. 
After that a by-law would have to 
be submitted to the people and must 
receive a three-fifth vote to carry. 
The Council would then appoint a 
Board of five members, the Board to 
be responsible to the city, the Mayor 
to be included in the five. 

The Provincial Government were 
prepared to grant dollar for dollar 
up to $300 expended for books, and 
dollar for dollar up to $50 for 
magazines. The Act called for the 
free lending of the books, and it 
would be non-sectarian. He thought 
they would be able to purchase 
books by August and be able to lend 
them for the winter months. They 
would not be prepared to erect a 
building at the present time, and 
thought that the Board of Trade 
rooms were very suitable for the 
purpose. The committee had inter- 
viewed some of the members of the 
Board who were favorable to that 
idea. Under usual conditions, the 
city should finance the proposition, 
but, realizing the financial  strin- 
gency, he thought they might make 
a grant of $300 for running expenses. 
They were prepared to take up sub- 
scriptions, and hoped to get at least 
another $300. This being duplicated 
by the Government, would give them 
$600 for books for their first year. 
They did not wish to compete in 
any way with book sellers, and hop- 
ed to put in books of reference on 
Science, Home Keonomies, Technical 
Work, Social Problems, Literature, 
ete., and works that would interest 
the different debating societies of the 
city. These were of course matters 
that would be gone into fully by the 
Library Board , as were the details 
in connection with files, tickets, and 
a librarian. He did not wish to 
take up more time, but hoped for 
the ‘full support of the Council, so 
that it would encourage them to go 
ahead at once. 

A. W. G. Allen concurred with Mr. 
Boyce’s remarks. Tile hoped the 
Council would consider the matter 
favorably. Ife himself had felt the 
want of hooks on many subjects he 
was interested in, and it was too 
expensive for a man to purchase a 
whole set of books to get a little 
information. They wished to get 
started on the work of the petition, 
ete., and would like the Coungcil’s 
support. 

Alderman Carswell was in favor of 
a public library, but thought it 
should not be confined to works of 
reference, but that wo should put in 
standard works also, or the library 
would not be of benefit to the gener- 
al public but only to a few. But he 
was in sympathy with the object, 
and it rested with the ratepayers 
whether we had it or not. 

Mayor Carscallen was favorable to 
a municipal library. The object was 
a good one, and he would be willing 
to loan works of fiction, as no doubt

completely disappeared. It is sur. 
mised by experts that the coins were 
unaffected by gastric juices, but that 
the stones alongside which they were 
found must have rubbed the edges 
away in the course of years. 

“The manager of the Standard Bank. 
Johannesburg, who examined the 
coins, stated that the “rubbing off” 
which they had been subjected to had 
reduced their value to about 16 shil- 
lings each. However, tho firer of the 
first shot, Mr. De Villiers, was made 
some pretty good offers for the coins. 
One of the coins was presented to 
the owner of the land upon which the 
animal was shot. 

“Possibly some one who was walk- 
Ing along the banks or through the 
river was attacked by the ‘croc’ and 
eaten.

and it is only by specialization in 
other branches of the textile trade on 
lines on which reasonable tariff has 
been maintained that any prosperity 
js shown. With this in mind, free 
traders often hold forth with the 
idea that if the textile industry can 
not prosper in Canada under the con- 
ditions which exist at the present 
time, or under practically free trade 
with Great 3ritain, it should not exist 
in this country. They do not take 
into consideration the fact that the 
cost of manufacturing in this country 
igs very much greater than in Great 
Britain, In the woollen industry wages 
in this country are about fifty per 
cent. higher than In England. The 
cost of machinery is more, the cost 
of erecting a plant js greater, as well 
as the cost of fuel, interest charges, 
etc., which altogether bring the cost 
of woollen manufacturing in this coun- 
try up to practically thirty per cent. 
higher than in England. 
Chief Essentials 

“Now, clothing next to food is the 
chief essential of the people of. this 
country and the per capita consump- 
tion of clothing is greater in this 
country than in any other country in 
the world. In the woollen branch, the 
country is capable of producing prac- 
tically seventy-five per cent. of the 
grades of raw material necessary for 
the entire amount of woollens con- 
sumed. In the cotton, we are in close 
proximity to the great source of raw 
material.. We have an abundance of 
tho labor necessary for such an in- 
dustry, but here again as in every 
other industry in this country, pro- 
duction costs are greater than on 
similar lines in Great Britain. The 
impracticability of such an increase 
in the British Preference so far as the 
textile {ndustry 1s concerned must 
therefore be clearly seen.” 

The editor also draws attention to 
the fact that the experiment of the 
United States in making slashing re- 
ductions in its tariff on textiles has 
not yet proven ,itself, and until it 
does so he thinks our best plan is 
to study olosely the results that will 
make themselves manifest during the 
next few years in the United States 
before we take any steps towards 
granting an open door to the products 
of foreign textile workers.

RADIUM EMITS 
INVISIBLE RAYS 


A Gram tse Worth a_ Fortune—is 
Usually Separated From 
Pitchblend 


Many persons are asking what ra 
dium really is, the general opinion 
being that it is a substance of ex- 
treme brilllancy and continually giv- 
ing off vast amounts of heat to say 
nothing of sundry electric shocks and 
mysterious deaths every time it is 
approached jn any other than the duly 
Prescribed form. 

However the general public have 
had so little opportunity to become 
familiar with it so that it is no won- 
der that the true facts concerning 
the mysterious substance have become 
stretched. 

Radium gives off a certain amount 
of heat and there are certain experi- 
menters who claim that there is a 
very feeble light emitted under cer- 
tain conditions, but its great value is 
the invisible ray which comes from 
it, and by means of this invisible ray 
all the experiments and curative re- 
sults so far attained have been per- 
formed. 

Radium {s combined with bromine 
in the form of radium bromide and in 
this condition is sold for about $75 per 
milligram, or the one thousandth part 
of a gram, a gram being about the 
twenty-ninth part of an ounce. 

The great source of radium so far 
has been a substance called pltch- 
blend. Tons of this matter must be 
treated and sifted before the costly 
radium is separated. Other sources 
have been discovered and worked to 
some extent, but as there are vory 
Many other radio active substances 
found with the radium the refining 
4s more difficult than with _pitchblend.

AS WELL AS RESOURCES. 


The Calgary Albertan is most 
wretchedly inconsistent when it at- 
tempts to quote a political ‘oppon- 
ent. In fact this inconsistency bor- 
ders on absolute dishonesty at times. 

Never was this extremely bad hab- 
it of our Calgary contemporary more 
apparent than when it attempted to 
quote Saturday last from an_inter- 
view by EK, Michener in the Edmon- 


ton Journal. It said: 
“Mr, Michener, leader of the 
opposition in Alberta, in an_ inter- 


view in Edmonton, declares that the 
‘three western premiers in asking for 
justice, are unreasonable. 

“Mr. Michener repeats the gross 
and insulting suggestion that Pre- 
mier Borden would keep his promise 
if a Conservative party should be 
elected to power in Alberta.’’ 

What Mr. Michener really said 
was: 

“\ more reasonable premier at the 
head of a more reasonable legislature 
would go farther towards getting Al- 
berta its autonomy than anything 
else,’’ is the way E. Michener, lead- 
er of the provincial Conservatives, 
sums up the basis of a way to make 
the best of a poor bargain made in 
1905, when this province became a 
province. “ 

At the time, when the question of 
natural resources was discussed, the 
western provinces agreed to take a 
cash subsidy in lieu of autonomy, 
Now the move is on foot to have the 
resources administered. by the local 
legislature, it is asked of Premier 

‘ Borden and his government that 
the cash subsidy and local adminis- 
tration be included in the new agree- 
ment. “ 

Furthermore, it is thrown up _ to 
Mr. Borden that he promised, before 
being put into power, that autonomy 
should be given the provinces, and it 
was not yet a realization. Mr. 
Michener puts it this way: 

“The granting of autonomy is not 
a thing that could be accomplished 
at short notice. It is a big step for 
any government to take, and Mr. 
Borden is perfectly within his right 
to delay such procedure until it has 
been given its proper consideration. 

“On top of all this is the unreas- 
onable request of the provinces that 
the money subsidy be kept up _ too. 
If this were granted, British: Colum- 
bia, Ontario, Quebec and the Mari- 
time provinces would have a_ griev- 
ance on the ground that they were 
being discriminated against. 

“My solution of the difficulty would 
be to put into power an administra- 
tion that the Dominion premler could 
reason with and in that way the 
autonomy that is bound to come 
would come all the quicker.” 


The Albertan howls that this 
would be no good now, as_ three- 
fourths of all ouc resources are 
squandered. 

Who squandered them? Why, the 


Liberal government under Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, backed up by this same 
Albertan to the last ditch, until its 
friends at Ottawa were thrown into 
the cool shades of opposition. 

Sir Wilfrid Qaurier himself claims 
today, as he did in 1905, that the 
west is not entitled to the resources. 

But it looks as though the ex- 
travagant Alberta government could 
not get along with the resources 
alone, although we have one of the

“No present outlet for beef in, the 
United States,’’ is the announce- 
ment made by the Toronto ‘‘Globe,”’ 
in a recent issue. 

Within four months this great mar- 
ket of ‘‘nincty million people’ has 
been glutted. The ‘‘Globe,” in its 
report, says that the “‘large packers 
of Toronto, figuring on a constant 
market ‘for beef in the United States 
markets, bought héavily at advanc- 
ing prices until about two weeks 
ago, then suddenly ceased.’’ In ex- 
planation of this the ‘‘Globe’” says : 
“American meat markets weakened 
to such an extent that packers have 
had to hold their stocks, it is said, 
at a considerable loss.’’

And let it be 
known, they are welcome, too. But

WESTERN FREIGHT RATES 


An Attempt to to Divide the Forces 
Fighting For Reduction 


Strong objection {is made by Mr. 
J. BE. Walsh, manager of the Trans- 
portation Department of the Can- 
adian Manufacturers’ Association, to 
the alleged efforts of the Canadian 
Northern Railway to divide the forces 
of the Western farmers and the Can- 
adian manufacturers who are fighting 
for a readjustment of Western freight 
rates, 

The 


Manufacturers’ organization, 


| through its Transportation Department, 


has been in the forefront of the battle 
for reduced freight rates for years, 
and there has been hardly any move 
in the Western freight rates investi- 
gation, which has been going on for 
several years now, about which the 
manufacturers’ expert has not been 
consulted by those in charge of the 
| case for the Western shipper. The 
peeraeteaincs were the first to en- 
gage a trained railway expert for in- 
dependent advice in transportation 
problems, and they gladly put his ser. 
vices- at the disposal of all shippers 
fighting for better rates and con- 
ditions, The manufacturers are, 
therefore, rather exercised against the 
C.N.R. for permitting the following

tacturers have tolerated poor service 
and high charges for the same reason.

IKEEPING HOUSE A BUSINESS 


|Charge That American Wives Pay

which will pay them a few dollars 
each week, when in their own re- 
frigerators and pantries food is going 
to waste, milk is growing sour and 
wasteful cooks are using eggs and 
butter and sugar in prodigious quan- 
tities because their mistresses would 
consider themselves “stingy” to speak 
a@ word of warning or give direct su- 
pervision of the culinary department. 

The French people are far ahead 
of us in their observance of the “pen- 
ny saved, penny earned” theory. They 
use for their salads the parts of the 
vegetables which we throw away, 
They toast the left-over slices of 
bread which we let mold. : 

They prepare from the common and 
healthful vegetables which we scorn 
dishes fit for epicures. And they do 
these things because they believe that 
thrift is imperative, and as a result. 
they have bank accounts and a finan- 
cial stability which is rare among the 
plain people of other nations. 

In housekeeping woman has five or 
six professions. She must know some- 
thing of dressmaking, of cooking, of 
serving, of finance, of household hy- 
giene.

Train Fish to Catch Turtles. ' 

In the neighborhood of Havana a 
most peculiar method of securing tur- 
jtles is pursued. They train or at 
{least take advantage of the instincts 
jof a certain species of fish called by | 
‘the Spanish reve (meaning reversed), | 
‘because its back is usually taken*for 
\its stomach, | 
: It has an oval plate attached to its 
thead, the surface of which is trav-' 
lersed by parallel ridges. By this plate 
‘it can adhere to any solid body it may 
choose. The boats which go in quest 
jof turtles each carry a tub containing 
‘a number of these reves. 

When the sleeping turtles are seen 
they are approached, and as soon as 
they are judged near enough a reve 
is thrown into the sea. Upon perceiv- 
ing the turtle its instinct teaches it to 
swim right toward it and fit itself firm- 
ly upon the creature by means of its 
‘disk. Sooner would the-Teve allow 
litself to be pulled to pieces than give 
lup its grip. 


A ring, which is attached to the | 


tail of the fish, in which a string is 
‘fastened, allows the fisherman to pull 
‘in his prize. By a peculiar manipula- 
ition the reve is pulled off and returned 
|to the tub, to be ready for use the next 
time a turtle is sighted.—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat,

Could Canada- Pay Interest on Trans- 
portation Systems If Traffic Les- 
sened Owlng to Free Wheat 

The transportation question is a 
vital factor in the situation created 
by the demand for free wheat. In 
the seventies the Canadian people 


+ planned their first Transcontinental 


railway, feeling that it was essential 
to the national well-being that there 
should be an Wastern and Western 
connection in this vast country. De- 
velopment since that time hag all 
been along the lines of moving traffic 
from East to West. _To-day we have 
the original’ Transcontinental, prac- 
tically double-tracked, and two new 
cross-continent railways almost ready 
for business. We have built up vast 
facilities at Fort William and Port 
Arthur for the handling of wheat and 
other crops. Our whole aim has been 
to have as much of this traffic pass 
through Canadian channels as was 
possible. Now it is proposed to change 
the conditions under which the traffle 
has been built up on East and West 
lines, and to send a great part of it 
to the South. Instead of hauling Can- 
adian wheat on Canadian railways and 
steamship lines for two or three 
thousand miles to the seaport, we pro- 
pose to give the Canadian railways 
from 60 to 200 miles of a haul, merely 
to the border towns. If we have free 


wheat every bushel that is sent South. 


from Winnipeg means less money dis- 
tributed to Canadian railway and 
steamship employes, the Canadian 
grain men and their employes, and 
in fact in Canadian business channels 
generally. From Winnipeg to Mon- 
treal is approximately 1,500 miles, 
while from Winnipeg to Emerson is 
60 miles.

These 
locks are wonderful and quite a con- 
trast to the small lock first built at 
this point and the little tramway 
which carried logs around the rapids 
in the St. Mary River before any canal 
was dug.

RUBYARD KIPLIMa 
Theo Greatest Living English Author 


A small man, tanned and bronzed to a clear light mahogany, squarely” 
built, with broad shoulders, keen blue cyes, heavy straight eyebrows, a thick 
dark mustache and square resolute jaw, dressed in clothes that shout, def- 
ance to fashion plates—this is Rudyard Kipling. Alive, alert, aggressive and 
{ntense, quick in movement, a bit cynical and quizzical, he at first suggests 
one thoroughly self-satisfied; one who is his own court of appeais. 

At Bombay, the most cosmopolitan city of Asia, Kipling was born in 
Christmas week: of 1865. His father was an Englishman, a professor of archi- 
tectural sculpture in a Bombay college, and when Rudyard was six he was 
shipped back to England to be educated. At thirteen he entered the United 
Service College at Westward Ho, under the directian of old Indian officers. 
The atmosphere was military and Indian, and was doubtless a potent factor 
in coloring the mind of the boy, who acquired more by unconscious absorp- 
tion than by direct study. It is true that he carried off the prizes in English 
literature in a matter-of-fact kind of a way, as if it were his assigned share , 
of the plunder; but otherwise revealed no symptoms of genius. & 

At seventeen he went to India to work on the “Civil and Military Gazette” 
at Lahore, where his talent began to be recognized in a half patronizing way ~ 
by the editor-in-chief. Strange, however, the “Plain Tales from the Hills,” 
which gave him his first European success, and his “Departmental Ditties’ 
were accepted under protest, to humor the boy, rather than for any merit 
the editors discovered. : 4 = : 

A man of supreme individuality, he has the splendid courage of his con- 
He dared to lash England into a fight when the Boer war seemed 
to him imperative; he scourged the country he loved for her trcatment of her 
Soldiers; he inspired those soldiers by his stirring, tingling lines and martial ~ 
etanzas, while Alfred Austin, the Laureate, was writing pink-lemonade verses 
guaranteed to offend no one. Then came his magnificeut “Recessional’—a 
new classic added to our literature. 

Kipling is the apostle of the strenuous; he loves color and paints it with 
flove; he is thrilled by struggle, by power, by conquest. He shows man with 
the primal instincts and passions, nature unvarnished. He is often blunt to 
brutality, fearless to the point of frenzy, but always sincere, and always best 
svhen he lets the Oriental in his nature keep him close to the India he hag re- 
realed to the world as no other English writer has ever done. a

‘TRICKS OF DISEASED MIND 


Psychic Epilepsy Has a Most Pe- 
cullar Way of Making Itself 
Manifest. 

. Psychic epilepsy is sometimes ono 
‘of the very unusual manifestations of 
@ diseased mind in which tho evi- 
dences of disease are so obscure that 
frequently, for a number of years, 
the fact that an individual is suffering 
from an abnormal condition may es- 

cape notice. 

The condition may manifest itself 
dn many peculiar ways, In some cases 
the individual may be eating a meal 
and suddenly, without warning, his 
eyes take on a far-away look; he drops 
what he has in his hands, and within 
a few seconds he looks. around in 
astonishment and surprise to sec that 
he has dropped something or that 
people are observing him peculiarly, 
and asks’ “What has occurred?” 

In ‘other cases these attacks are 
very much more complicated and last 
longer, during wkich the patient. may 
appear normal and carry out activi- 
ties that require judgment and skill. 
The attacks may last several hours, 
days, weeks or months. 

The patient, when he recovers, abso- 
‘lutely has no recollection of what 
‘has occurred during the attack, and if 
‘he comes to himself in surroundings 
unfamiliar, he is at a loss to explain 
his situation. Always the last things 
which the patient remembers are sur 
roundings and circumstances which 
immediately precede the attack. The 
constant feature of all these attacks 
is the fact that during them there 1s 
either a total loss or a peculiar pervor- 
sion of consciousness, . 

This is particularly {mportant in 
certain classes of railroad employes, 
those upon whose quick interpretation 
of signals the safety of many lives de-

CANADIAN WHEAT: IN STATES 


United States Needs Our Wheat Fo: 
Export Milling Trade 

The United States, notwithstanding 
reports to contrary, is still a great 
exporting nation, as far as wheat i: 
concerned. During the past ten years 
United States’ exports of wheat havc 
averaged 117,000,000 bushels per an- 
num. This means that “Uncle Sam” 
exports every year an amount of 
wheat in excess of half the tota! 
Canadian wheat crop of 1912. It is 
certain, therefore, that any wheat he 
buys from Canada will be used for 
export trade, ‘whether sent out as 
wheat or flour. 

When we come to consider milling 
of wheat in bond, we run up against 
something that the “free wheaters” 
seem oompletely to have overlooked. 
The Wilson tariff imposes on wheat 
imported from Canada a tax of ten 
cents a bushel when !t is importod 
for domestio consumption. But when 
the wheat is milled in bond and the 
product exported, the miller recetfves 
a rebate of 99 per cent. of the duty 
pald. In other words, on wheat !m- 
ported for export milling or manu- 
facturing purposes the net duty 
amounts to but one one-hundredth of 
the regular impost, or ONE-TDNTH 
OF A CHNT PDR BUSHEL.

ent means of bringing about the res- 
toration of this enormous sum of 
wasted money. 

The history of this whole Trans- 
continental project is a history of 
waste, trickery and blundering, up 
to the time when the Laurier Gov- 
ernment and its Transcontinental 
Commission went out of office. 

Those who recall the original 
plan for an extension of the Grand 
Trunk into the Canadian West know 
that a line from: North Bay, through 
Ontario, Quebee and New Bruns- 
wick, was no part of the Grand 
Trunk scheme. The idea was to 
connect the Grand Trunk Pacifie with 
the old Grand Trunk at North Bay. 
When the bill came before the Rail- 
way Committee there was a demand 
by Liberals for an eastern section. 
To satisfy this demand, the Laurier 
Government undertook to construct 
the eastern section, and the Grand 
Trunk Pacifie ta operate it. That 
was the beginning. The Conservative 
party fought the bad bargain through 
the long session of 1903 and the 
amended bargain in 1904, but — the 
Lauricr Government was in too 
deep. The Liberal majority forced 
the contract through Parliament, es- 
tablished a commission to construet 
the eastern section, and gave the 
Grand Trunk Pacifie the right to 
use the line rent free for seven 
years. They also agreed to imple- 
ment the G.T.P. bonds on the west- 
ern section, a blunder which — cost 
the country many millions, and 
would have cost many millions more 
but for the decision of the present 
Minister of Finance to buy the 
bonds outright, and thus get some- 
thing in return for the money given. 

The Laurier Government, even 
while forcing the contract through 
Parliament, showed a startling ige 
noranee of what the financial conse- 
quences of the project would — be. 
Hon. W. S. Fielding, the then  Fi- 
nance Minister, estimated the total 
cost at sixty-one and a half mil- 
lions, only twenty-one millions and 
a half more than was subsequently 
wasted. The real cost is now put at 
$234,651.125. or clase to four times 
the Fielding estimate. The Liberals 
answer that the money was spent to 
ensure the construction of the pest 
railway in the world, is no answer. 
Experts who have gone over the 
road have found that the line would 
have been just as good for all traf- 
fie purposes had the cost been many 
millions less.

Forest Reserves 


New Departmental Regulations 
governing the grazing of cattle and 
horses in Dominion Forest Reserves 
were authorized on August 8th, 1913, 
and will be put into effect at the 
beginning of the coming grazing 
season. The Regulations provide for 
the issuance of yearly permits, which 
will be renewable if the regulations 
are duly observed. No leases will 
be granted for the grazing of live 
stock in Forest Reserves. The 
number of live stock authorized by 
any permit may be reduced not rroro 
than 20 percent. at the close of any 
grazing season, and not below a 
minimum number to pe fixed by. the 
Director of Forestry. No fencing 
will be authorized except the con- 
struction of drift fences. 


Information in regard to grazing 
may be secured from the Forest 
Supervisor at Pincher Creek, who 
will furnish copies of the detailed 
regulations and application forms. 
Applications should be sént to the 
Supervisor before March Ist, and 
must be on the proper form. 

In dealing with applications prefer- 
ence will be given to small owners 
residing on and owning property near 
the Forest Reserves, who are depen- 
dent on the Forest Reserve for range 
for their stock. 

Dues will be payable in advance. 
The exact rate of dues will be fixed 
by the Director of Forestry, but 
will lie between a minimum of five 
cents and a maximum of ten cents 
per head per month. 

Sheep grazing will be allowed only 
on such areas as may be specially 
designated for that purpose. The 
dues for sheep will be one-fourth of 
those charged for cattle.—54751.
